Store Taken 


From. Food 
Stamp Program 


McCurley’s Grocery and 
Market of Andalusia has been 
removed from the food stamp 
“program because of viola- 
Mtions, the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture's Food and Nutri- 
tion Service (FNS) reports. 

The store, which is owned 
by James C. McCurley, was 
disqualified for six months, 
starting December 3, after 
being charged with selling in- 
eligible items for food cou- 
pons. Among the items were 
cigarettes, light bulbs and 
cleaning supplies. 

Alvin Huff, in charge ofthe 
Montgomery field office ofthe 
Food and Nutrition Service, 
explained that the store will 
hot be allowed to accept food 
coupons during the disqua- 
lification period. 

Huff added that food 
stamps, by law, can be used 
only to buy food. The only 
exceptions, he said, are gar- 
den seed and plants to be used 
to produce food.

City Council Meets 
Tuesday .... Disagrees 


The regular meeting ofthe 
Elba City Council was held 
Tuesday night with all mem- 
bers present. A _ relatively 
quiet meeting was recorded 
with the councilmen only get- 
ting seriously crossed on a 
vote calling for a joint meet- 
ing of the Water and Elec- 
tric Board to decide the 
amount of the rate increase 
for the electric rates. City 
Councilmen Virgil Coleman, 
Charles Ellis and Ronnie 
Vaughan voted in favor of 
the mayor calling the joint 
meeting. Ben Carpenter and 
John W. Sharpless voted no 
on the issue. Both Carpenter 
and Sharpless are members 
of the utility board, along 
with Mayor Sam Sawyer. Car- 
penter told the non-board 
members they were welcome 
to attend and listen, but he 
felt it was the responsibility 
of the board to decide the 
rate increase, and not the 
job of the city council. 

A legal question arose over 
calling the joint meeting. Car- 
penter told the council he felt 
it must be by majority vote of 
both the board and the council 
or be called by boththe Mayor 
and the Chairman ofthe Board. 
This legal question was unre- 
solved at press time. 

The council opened bids on 
a new car for the police de- 
partment. Cook Chevrolet was 
the only firm submitting a bid 
out of eight auto sales firms 
asked to bid. Councilman 
Ronnie Vaughan, who works 
for an Enterprise car dealer, 
explained his firm could not 
afford to bid and fulfill the 
part of the specifications re- 
quiring the successful bidder 
to pick up the car in Elba 
and return it when performing 
warranty work. 


A resolution is being pre- 
pared to submit to Governor 
Wallace asking for $20,000 
of state federal revenue shar- 
ing funds for repair to the 
Elba sewer system. This was 
unanimous. 


The council is planning 
an in-depth discussion at the 
next meeting on extending the 


Elba City limits.

The group voted to dis- 
continue paying $200 a month 
to the Cemetery fund, effect- 
ive after the March payment. 
This money was being paid 
to repay the cemetery fund 
for lots sold and the money 
put into the general fund in 
the past several years.

The council voted a change 
in the license rates for coin- 
op washaterias.

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Governor Signs Papers 
_ To Help Unemployed 


Governor George 
Wallace has announced that 
the State has signed anagree- 
ment with the U.S. Secretary 
of Labor to administer two 
new federal programs to help 
combat the present high level 
of unemployment. One pro- 
gram will provide special as- 
sistance to workers who are 
not eligible for unemployment 
compensation or other such 
assistance under any other 
state or federal law and the 
other will be an expanded pro- 
gram of public service em- 
ployment. 

Industrial Relations Dir- 
ector Tom J. Ventress, whose 
department will administer 
these special programs, said 
the unemployment compensa- 
tion claims offices through- 
out the state began accepting 
applications last Monday, Jan- 
uary 6, for the special unem- 
ployment assistance. Among 
those who may be eligible for 
these benefits are unemployed 
farm workers, domestics and 
former employees of state, 
county, and municipal govern- 
ments. These groups are not 
presently covered by the state 
unemployment compensation 
law. In addition, some who 
have exhausted their regular 
unemployment compensation 
may be eligible. To qualify 
an individual must have earned 
sufficient wages in the last 52 
weeks to meet the require- 
ments in the state law for reg- 
ular benefits. Wages in cov- 
ered employment may be used 
as well as those in non-cov- 
ered employment unless they 
have previously been used as 
the basis fon regular bene- 
fits. The weekly benefit will 
range from $15 to $75 and 
may be paid for upto 26 weeks, 
both depending on the amount 
of previous earnings, Vent- 
ress pointed out. Any person 
making application for bene- 
fits should bring with him his 
social security card and a 
list of the names and addres- 
ses of all employers for whom 
he has worked since December 
22, 1973. 

Alabama will receive fed- 
eral funds for ‘‘emergency 
jobs’’ to help fight the deep- 
ening national recession, The 
money for these jobs will be 
made available through the 
Emergency Jobs Program, a 
new Title VI to the Compre- 
hensive Employment and 
Training Act. Although it is 
not certain the amount of funds 
Alabama will receive, nor the 
number of jobs that will be 
created, the new Title VI will 
initially provide approxima- 
tely 100,000 jobs nationwide. 
These jobs will be primarily 
for persons who have been 
unemployed for at least 30 
days with preferred consid- 


eration given to persons who 
have exhausted their unem- 

ployment insurance benefits, 
to» unemployed persons who 
are not eligible for such bene- 
fits, and to persons wlio have 


Super Port To 
Open New 
Horizons 


One of the legislative high- 
lights of the closing days ofthe 
"3rd Congress was passage 
of the Deepwater Port Act of 
1°74 providing a licensing and 
regulatory program governing 
offshore development of deep- 
water ports to meet the ener- 
gy needs of the Nation. Pr- 
iority for such projects is 
given to the states, first to 
non-oil related firms, second 
and to oil companies, third. 
There is a provision giving the 
states veto powers over con- 
struction of these off-shore 
ports. 

Another provision makes 
both the owners of superports 
and the operators of tankers 
liable for damages which re- 
sult from oil spills. 

Passage of this bill is of 
particular importance to Al- 
abama and Mississippi beca- 
use it provides the authority 
necessary for a superport. 
An agreement , called the 
Ameraport Compact, has al- 
ready been signed by the two 
states to create this port fac- 
ility in a deep water section 
about 28 miles out in the Gulf. 
Huge superiankers would hook 
up to large flexible pipelines 
setured tO buoys. These pi- 
pelines would go along the 
ocean floor to holding tanks 
and to new refineries on shore. 
The Tennessee - Tombigbee 
Waterway will provide for the 
movement of some of these pe- 
troleum products into the he- 
artland of the United States. 
Possibilities are that the 
superports could also be ut- 
ilized for dry cargoes suchas 
grain and ores. The pros- 
pects are so bright that the 
State of Tennessee has joined 
the Ameraport Compact. 

Another step toward max- 
imum development of the Na- 
tion’s coastal areas was Sen- 
ate passage several weeks ago 
of the Outer Continental Shelf 
Bill. This legislation would 
establish a special fund for 
grants to coastal states to 
help them plan ways to pro- 
tect the environment and ease 
the social and economic im- 
pacts resulting from antici- 
pated or actual offshore re- 
source development. 

Alabama has already re- 
ceived a $100,000 Federal pl- 
anning grant, which has been 
matched by $50,000 in State

Grand Jury 
Happy Over Jail 


The Elba Division of the 
Coffee County Grand Jury was 
convened on Monday of this 
week. The eighteen West Cof- 
fee County citizens selected 
Horace Sessions to serve as 
foreman. 

The group heard thirty 
presentments, returnedtwen- 
ty indictments and inspected 
the county offices and build- 
ings in Elba . . . completing 
their work before six o’clock 
Monday afternoon. 

The twenty indictments 
consisted of one misdemeanor 
and nineteen felonies. They 
continued five cases for fur- 
ther investigation. 

Again the condition of the 
courthouse came in for criti=- 
cism but it was noted inthe 
report that the Grand Jury 
had been informed of the con- 
tractor presently repairing 
the building and the court- 
house in Enterprise. 

The Health Center seems 
to be in a good state of repair, 
according tothe jury, butthere 
are leaks around the faucets of 
the lavatoriesinthe restroom, 
and the front doors do not 
close properly. The Grand 
Jury was told this door has 
given trouble in the past and 
they recommended it be cor- 
rected. 

The jail property and 
operation came in for praise 
as the group noted the condi- 
tion was better overall than 
it had been in years. Also, 
the prisoners appear to be 
well-cared for and properly 
fed, according to the report 
of the Grand Jury. 

The Pensions and Secu- 
rity building showed some 
leaking in the roof, which was 
ruining the celotex ceiling 
It was recommended that this 
be repaired.

Bloodmobile Coming

Mr. Lewis Russell Bivin 
of the American Red Cross 
spoke to the Elba Rotary Club 
at its meeting on Monday. His 
subject was donation of blood 
to the Red Cross_ Blood- 
mobile. Mr. Robert Cannon 
was in charge of the program. 

“The Blood program needs 
350 units of blood a year from 
West~~C€offee —- County,’ -Mr, 
Bivin said. He also told his 
listeners that West Coffee has 
not met its quota a time dur- 
ing the decade of the 1970's. 

The Bloodmobile will bein 
Elba on Wednesday, January 
15, from 10 a.m. till 4:00 
p.m. at the Church of Christ, 
to provide citizens with the 
opportunity to donate the life- 
saving blood. 

Listed below are some 
pertinent facts relating to the 
giving of blood. 

*Any person between the 
ages of 17 and 65 who is in 
good health and weighs 110 
pounds or more may give 
blood . . . 17-year-olds must 
have parental consert. 

*Pregnant women cannot 
donate; but mothers may give 
6 months after delivery. 

*Heavy, fatty foods, inclu- 
ding eggs, fatty meats, cream, 
gravy, salad dressing, butter 
and fried foods should be 
avoided during a four-hour 
period prior to giving blood... 
but the donor should have 


eaten within 4 - 6 hours be- 
fore donation. 

*Twenty-four hours must 
elapse after injections for 
polio, flu, etc. before donat- 


ing. A two-week wait after 


taking penicillin and other 
antibiotics is required. 

"Individuals who have had 
malaria can now donate for 
plasma-during-a three-year- 
period after the last attack 
of malaria, and no restrict- 
ions after three years. In- 
dividuals stationed in South- 
east Asia and/or having taken 
malaria drugs also have the 
same restrictions as those 
who have had malaria. 

*A six months period of 
waiting is required after 
major surgery. 

*A person with a cold must 
wait until all cold symptoms 
are gone. 


*Certain facts of medical 
history and past illnesses are 
needed. Blood pressure, tem- 
perature, pulse, weight and 
hemoglobin level are deter- 
mined.

Mr. John Emest Plant 


Our very special person 
this week is no stranger to 
seeing a story written about 
him in a newspaper. He is 
Mr. John Ernest Plant and 
back in 1940, Dec. 22, to be 
exact, Mr. Plant, or ‘‘Tup,”’ 
as he is affectionately called 
by his_ many friends 
and acquaintances, was fea- 
tured in the Montgomery Ad- 
vertiser ina story written a- 
bout him. By the way, the 
Advertiser, the Sunday edi- 
tion, was only 5 cents then. 
Mr. Tup is an unusual, out- 
going man with an unforget- 
table personality, a man who 
has ‘‘never’’ met a stranger 
and who has led a long, use- 
ful, and I- might add, very 
interesting life. Readers whc 
know him will agree with that 
statement. — 

Mr. Tup was born Sept- 
ember 22, 1891, in the Wood- 
land Grove Community, the 
son of Mr. Thomas Jefferson 


Plant and Mrs. Louisa Wy- 
rosdick Plant. Mr. Thomas 
Jefferson Plant originally 


came from North Carolina 
and homesteaded at Woodland 
Grove on the Pea River. Mr. 
Tup had two brothers and th- 
ree sisters. They were Ar- 
thur ‘‘Buddy’’ Plant, who ma- 
de his home in Andalusia; Wil 
liam Plant, Elba; Mrs. Julia 
Barker of the Woodland Grove 
sommunitys “Mrs. Babe Mad- 
fox, also of Andalusia. Mrs. 
3onnie Maddox, also of Anda- 
iusia. Mrs. Bonnie Maddox and 
Mr. Tup are the only children 
Still living today 

On April 1, 1910, Mr. Tup 
married Miss Mamie LeeSm- 
ith, from the Whitewater Com- 
munity. They were marriedon 
her birthday and she had just 
turned 15 yearsold. Fromthis 
union, came five children 
They are Mrs. Jewel Padgett, 
Elba; Mrs. Earline Poole, 
Elba;Mr. Lummie Plant. Elba: 
Mrs. Mary Lou Melder, Pan- 
ama City, Fl.; and John D 
Plant, who died as an infant 
in a car accident. Mrs. Plant 
Passed away September 9%, 
1950. Mr. Tup has eight er- 
andchildren and eight great- 
grandchildren 

Mr. Tup was a farmer in 
the very early years of his 
marriage and quoting from the 
Advertiser, ‘‘The story began 
21 years ago, when a series 
of crop failures hit the South 
and the word ‘‘depression’’ 
was abroad. Tup Plant, a yo- 
ung farmer in a remote rural 
section of Coffee County, took 
stock that Fall and found he 
possessed a one-horse wagon, 
a poor muie, a few acres of 
eroded hillside land, a wife 
and three children and very 
little else. Something had to 
be done to supplement the farm 
income, but what, he couldn't 
decide. The plump, middleaged. 
woman that he still calls 
“honey” was a young girl 
then and he had promised her 
that ‘‘come gathering time’’ 
he would buy a few pieces of 
longed-for furniture for the 
home. Rather than disappoint 
her entirely, and to fill time 
while he was searching for a 
weapon with which to keep the 
wolf from the door, he 
gathered up the odds and ends 
of lumber left over from bui- 
Iding their modest frame cot- 
tage, borrowed a saw and pi- 
ane from a neighbor and set 
to work. With no previous 
experience nor instruction to 
guide him, he toiled patiently 
through the bleak Winter days 
The object of his labor finally 
emerged a small wardrobe, or 
cupboard, in which his wife 
might keep her quilts and 
household linens. By the time 
it was completed, a sister-in- 
law offered to buy it. The 
deal was made. Thus enco- 
uraged. he started another, 


with like result. When sev- 
eral pieces had been turned 
into cash, he provided him- 
self with proper hand tools 
and better material for his 
work.’’ Thus, was born his 
successful household  fur- 
niture shop. And, it is in 
this connection that the ar- 


ticle about him in the Adver- 
tiser was written. About how 
the farmer-turned-craftsman 
“could make beautiful ward- 
robes, kitchen safes, chairs, 
or most anything an order cal- 
led for and at very low cost.’’ 
The article stated that ‘‘One 
day an order came for a ce- 
dar chest. The chest was 
his masterpiece and the man 
and his life's work had met 
From a side interest, pro- 
viding little money in the off 
season of farming, the cabi- 
net work grew into full-time 
employment. Cedar being his 
favorite medium---"' Hisda- 
ughters’ husbands, Mr. Poole, 
and Mr. Padgett, worked with 
Mr. Tup in the shop. Quo- 
ting from the paper, “‘From 
this small shop in a remote 
rural community, far from 
the ‘‘beaten trail."’ have gone 
thousands of beautifully fini- 
Shed products to adorn the 
town and country homes of all 
the surrounding counties and 
several different states. One 
piece crossed the Pacific to 
do duty in the Phillipines. The 
chests, which are his spe- 
clalty, have become popular 
gifts for Christmas and anni- 
versaries. The story of a 
young man, who made his 
own ‘‘break’’ is not all con- 
tained in a cedar chest, how- 
ever. Four years after the 
story began, he was called as 
a pastor by a small rural 
Baptist church. Six churches 
were soon in his charge. Th- 


‘rough all the following years, 


he has laid aside his saw and 
hammer to preach the gospel, 
bury the dead, or be the jo- 
vial officiant at the marriage 
of his flock. Mr. Plant was 
a pastor for 25 years. Some 
of the churches he has ser- 
ved are Mt. Zion, Mt. Gil- 
ead, Victoria, Goodman, and 
churches in Pike, Covington, 
Dale, and Crenshaw Counties. 
Mr. Plant has owned a saw- 
mill during his lifetime. 


Mr. Plant's’ grandson 
James Ross Poole, came to 
our home to fix our washing 
machine, and I asked him a- 
bout memories of his grand- 
father, and he and my hus- 
band said one thing they would 
always remember about Mr. 
Plant was, ‘the had a 1954 
bluish-green Chevrolet and 
he’d tie-cedar chests on top 
of the car and go around sel- 
ling them.”’ Mrs. Earline 
Poole said, ‘‘Yes, that was ri- 
ght, he use to tie 13 chests 
on top of his car.’’ Another 
memory of Mr. Plant, they 
said was, ‘‘Every Christmas. 
he had a life-size manger sc- 
ene and the three wise men 
set up in his yard in front 
of his home on Plant Hill.”’ 
When Mrs. Poole was asked 
about this, she said her father 
had gotten some German pri- 
soners-of-war at Ft. Rucker 
to make them for him, andhe- 
had a booth set up in his 
yard with a registry book and 
countless numbers of people 
had viewed the display. 

How many readers re- 
member Mr. Tup driving ar- 
ound town with his cedar ch- 
ests on top of his car sel- 
ling them? How many rea- 
ders perhaps signed their na- 
mes in his book after see- 
ing his Christmas scene dis- 
play? Brings back memories, 
doesn’t it? To chat with and 
listen to these revered old- 
timers ‘“‘remember back 
when!”’

Control Is Essential 


Controlling high blood pre- 
ssure is a lifetime job. If 
you work it right, it can earn 
you a longer life. 

The very nature ofthe dis- 
ease doctors sometimes call 
hypertension makes it essen- 
tial that patients get regular 
blood pressure tests and fol- 
low their doctor's advice to 
control it. 

Dr. John Packard, presi- 
dent of the Alabama Heart As- 
sociation, points out that high 
blood pressure is a silent dis- 
ease because there are nous- 
ual symptoms -- you canhave 
it and still feel healthy. And 
that it is a mysterious disease 
because, in 90 percent of the 
cases, dgctors don’t know the 
cause. 

Packard explains that the 
Alabama Heart Association, 
during the past year, instituted 
screening programs aimed at 
detecting unknown cases of 
high blood pressure. To date 
approximately 33,000 Ala- 
bamians have taken advantage 
of the free service, set up in 


shopping malls, schools and 
other public places. 
“These programs,"’ Dr. 


Packard said, ‘‘need your sup- 
port. The Annual Heart Fund 
drive will be conducted during 
February, and we need your 
dollars to continue the work of 
Saving hearts.’’

SOIL FERTILITY 

Charles Summerour of the 
Alabama Soil Fertility Society 
gets together some excellent 
information each month on 
liming and soil fertility. Since 
we have a number of people in 
Coffee County interested in 
growing soybeans, the follow- 
ing quotation from him is 
timely. 

“Soil tests by the Auburn 
University Soil Testing Lab- 
oratory show that lime is the 
material needed most in soy- 
bean production in Alabama 
with more than 50 percent of 
the samples submitted being 
below the pH level required 
for good yields. Correction 
of this condition has resulted 
in increases in yields by as 
much as 27 bushels per acre. 
Phosphate and potash are 
needed on most soils but the 
response to these nutrients 
depends upon satisfying the 
lime need first.’’ 


SOIL TEST REPORTS 

Just recently I reviewed 
some of the soil test reports 
coming back from the labor- 
atory in Auburn. I noticed 
that Dewitt Buxton of Rt. 1, 
Coffee Springs, had one pea- 
nut field which had a pH of 
4.8. This is very low--too 
low for good crop production. 
At the same time his soil was 
high in phosphorus, high in 
potassium and highin calcium. 
With a pH this low, he would 
have some aluminum toxicity, 
excessive seedling disease in 
his peanuts, and the availa- 
bility of the phosphorus would 
hot be high. In additiontothis 
hie would lose a lot of potas- 
Sium through leaching. Re- 
search information has shown 
conclusively that where pH is 
low, potassium leaches ex- 
cessively. 

I can’t over-emphasize ap- 
plying lime as it is needed. 
A lot of folks think that they 
need to put down one or twas 
thousand pounds a year. I 
certainly would not put down 
an ounce of lime unless I put 
it out according to soil test 
recommendations. In other 
words, if your soil doesn't 
need it, you won't make a 
dime’s worth more on your 
crop and you will be spending 
monev unnecessarily. 


GARDENING 

I hope that we have several 
hundred people attending the 
Gardening Shortcourse which 
begins tonight (Thursday), 
January %, in the multi-pur- 
pose room of the Enterprise 
Junior College. The program 
will begin at 7:00 p.m. €Perry 
Smith, one of our specialists at 
Auburn, will take care of the 
first session. 

We have a great deal of int- 
erest in gardening. A lot of 
Coffee County people know a 
lot about gardening and do good 
work. These, plusothers, will 
ve attending the shortcourseto 
pick up new information 

W. D. Croley is evidently 
a good gardener. He sent in 
three soil samples to the lab- 
oratory recently. One garden 
area needed lime at the rate 
of 3-1/2 tons per acre. Two 
other garden areas required 
1-1/2 tons of lime per acre 
Incidentally, all of Croley’s 
samples were low in phospho- 
rus, potassium, magnesium 
and nitrogen. He should get 
excellent results by following 
his soil test recommenda- 
tions.

Conservationist and Dudley 
Littleton, technician, are sur- 
veying and placing markers 
for parallel terraces to be 
constructed on Gareth Lind- 
sey’s farm, north of Elba, 
The terraces are spaced 
"6 feet apart to accomodate 
easy use of four-row equip- 
ment. Thirty-two rows can 
be planted between each ter- 
race, without having any short 
rows. Many ofthese rows will 
be over one quarter of a mile 
long extending from the road, 
to a newly constructed water- 
way at the opposite end of 
the field. 

“I never realized the 
steepness of these slopes on 
this field, until the terraces 
were constructed,’’ remark- 
ed Mr. Lindsey. This field 

‘has an average slope of 4 
percent, but looks more level 
when viewing from the high- 
way. 

Terraces constructed on 
the contour of the land will 
collect water from a small 
watershed and direct it to a 
Suitable disposal area. This 
prevents large amounts of 
water from collecting in one 
area and causing soil ero- 
sion. The main purpose of 
terraces is to prevent ero- 
Sion, but some of the greatest 


* benefits received from ter- 


facing are the retention of 
water on the land for a longer 
period of time - allpwing more 
water to soak inf the soil. 

Most soils in Goffee Coun- 
ty will absorb one inch of rain- 
fall with very little runoff, 
if properly terraced and cul-

tivated, 
as windbreakers and prevent 
wind erosion on some fields. 
Did you ever observe banks 
of sand lodged to the back 
sides of terraces after a wind 
storm? This marked the spot 
of the wind break. 

Modern day farming re- 
quires big machinery, but 
these machines are flexible 
and will work over terraces, 
Soil Conservation technicians 
are assisting land owners with 
constructing terraces upon 
request. 


DIVERSIONS 

Some erosion problems 
can be solved by the use of 
diversions. Dock Carpenter, 
of the Pine Level Community, 
has a field that was badly 
eroded and allowed runoff 
water to collect in a large flat 
area on the low side of his 
field. This area was flooded 
some years, preventing crop 
planting or cultivation. 

Terraces would not work 
well on this field, but Mr. Car- 
penter solved his problem by 
constructing a diversion along 
the contour or the curve ofthe 
hill, directing the runoff water 
to a stable outlet. If you have 
a problem controlling runoff 
water, a diversion might solve 
your problems. 


SENATOR CONSERVATION 
SAYS: There are many men 
who can figure costs, but few 
who can measure values. Now 
is a good time to plow upthose 
terraces and open the outlets 
before those winter rains.

School Board Hears 
Citizens Complain 


Sevenieen local citizens at- 
tended the regular meeting of 
the Elba School Board last 
Thursday evening. All seven- 
teen were there to discuss the 
Elba football program, past and 
future. After hearing the group 
express opinions, the Board 
carried out a previously sche- 
duled meeting with Football 
Coach Paul Bass. 

Attending the meeting either 
for or against the present foot- 
ball program were: Russell 
Cash, Wayne Marler, Douglas 
Harrelson, Jim Hudson, Fenton 
Bryan, Mack Westbrook, James 
Grimes, Kimmey “Hamm, Wil- 
liam R. Pope, Gerald Boswell, 
Robert Newton, J. C. Lewis, 
Fred Smith Sr., FredSmithJr., 
Leavy Boutwell, Arlan Brown 
and Durrell Hudson. 

Board Chairman Fred Clark 
opened the meeting by intro- 
ducing each board member and 
establishing a plan whereby 
everyone present was given 
an orderly chance to express 
opinions. 

First to speak under the 
plan was Cash. He asked 
“What is the School Board going 
to do about coaching?” He had 
high praise for the present 
coaches as individuals, but 
questioned some of the coach- 
ing decisions made by the 
group. 

Others to echo Cash’s com- 
ments were Wayne Marler, 
Douglas Harrelson, Jim Hud- 
son, Fenton Bryan and Mack 
Westbrook. Each of these men 
praised Bass as “a fine man” 
but called for changes in the 
football program. 

The lone person to speak 
out in Bass’ favor was Kimmey 
Hamm who said, “If every coach 
who loses six games is going to 
get fired, then we can easily get 
us another one.” He continued 
with, “We need to look at more 
than the won-lost record -- we 
need to look at his leadership 
and his classroom perform- 
ance.” 

Each of the men speak- 
ing expressed support of the 
Elba High School Athletic pro- 
gram and pledged *o support 
the program whatever deci- 
sion was made by the Board. 
A number of those present de- 
clined to comment at all, later 
explaining they didn’t want to 
get an argument started. 

Later when Coach Bass 
appeared before the.Board, he 
was asked some direct ques- 
tions, many relating to sub- 
jects discussed with the earl- 
ler group. Bass answered 
each of the questions, appa- 
rently to the satisfaction of 
the Board.

School Board 
Meets Tonight 


The Elba City School 
Board will meet in a special 
SesSion Thursday night (to- 
night) at 6:30 p.m. The meet- 
ing had originally been set for 
next week but was changed 
earlier this week, according 
to School Board Chairman Fred 
Clark. The purpose of the 
meeting is to reach some de- 
cision in the matter of Elba’s 
football coach for next year.

Board Chairman Fred 
Clark later instructed Super- 
intendent Elmer Taylor to be 
prepared to submit recom- 
mentations from both him- 
self and Principal Lamar 
Foley at the special meeting 
called to discuss the matter. 
The board members agreed that 
whatever decision the majority 
reached, the group would en- 
dorse unanimously. 

The probable procedure to 
be followed Thursday night 
will be to hear: any additional 
citizens who attend the meet- 
ing to be heard, and then the 
Board will go into EXECU- 
TIVE SESSION to discuss the 
matter before recording a 
vote. This is allowed by Ala-. 
bama law under Title 14, Sec- 
tion 393 which prohibits exe- 
cutive decisions “except when 
the character or good name of 
a woman or man is involved.” 
However, when they actually 
cast their votes, this must be 
done in an open meeting and 
the school board plan inclu- 
des such action Thursday night.

Electric Bills Up 38% Zig 
Next Month 


The Elba Water and Elec- 
tric Board voted a 38% increase 
in the electric rates effective 
with the next billing, later this 
month. The 38% figure is an 
average increase wih some 
classifications running higher 
and others running a bit lower. 
The vote on the increase was 
unanimous with Board mem- 
bers accepting the increase as 
“the least amount we can con- 
tinue to operate on.” The Board 
operated during the past year 
with a $36,266.54 decrease in 
working capital. 

The biggest part of the 
increase was due to the “fuel 
adjustment cost” being charg- 
ed to the Board each month. 
This figure had risen from 
a few dollars a month to over 
nine thousand dollars last 
month, causing the utility de- 
partment to operate at a loss 
each month. 

The total wholesale rate 
increase at the present time 
is 69.8%, plus a clear under- 
standing tifat the fuel adjust- 
ment factor can push this 


economy. He also revealed the 
timetable for the construction 
of a new armory in Elba. Ac 
cording to Redd, the new build 
ing will be built in the next 


fiscal year, which begins on 
July 1 The present armory 
will be turned over to the 
City of Elba 


higher. 

Included with the new rate 
increase will be a provision 
to pass on any further fuel ad- 
justments to the consumer each 
month. 

The board turned down a 
plan that would have increased 
the bills 48% and generated 
enough funds to pay $60,000 
a year to the City of Elba 
each year. The board, with 
City Council approval, felt 
that any tax for the city sh- 
ouldn’t be a “hidden tax” as 
the higher rate would have 
been. 

The newly approved rate 
will increase the bills some 
more than the 38% actual rate 
increate. There is a 4% state 
tax on utility bills that is fig- 
ured into the charge plus any 
additional “fuel adjustment fac- 
tor.” 

***In other action, the Board 
reviewed the audit of the books 
for the past year, hearda pro- 
posal from a company wanting 
to put Elba’s utility bills on 
computer, and reviewed the 
delinquent utility bills

Increase 


Effective January 20 


Faced by ever-increasing 
costs, the Southeast Alabama 
Gas District this week annou- 
nced a general service rate 
percent effective January 20. 

R. J. Smith, manager, said 
that the new rate schedule was 
forced upon the District by sev- 
eral increases in the cost of 
natural gas purchased, plus 
constant increases in operation 
and maintenance costs. 

“We are never happy to 
announce a rate increase,” Sm- 
ith said. “We have held the 
price line as long as we pos- 
sibly could, and have made our 
increase as small as possible, 
consistent with the District's 
Obligations to its customers 
and bond holders.” 

In contrast to many other 


utilities, the big natural gas 
utility has raised its rates in- 
frequently during its nearly 
20 years of operation. “I be- 


lieve that this is only the th- 


ird general service rate in- 
crease since 1958,” Smith said. 

An advertisement else- 
where in this issue of THE 
ELBA CLIPPER sets out the 
pre- and post-January 20 rates. 
There is no increase in the 
minimum bill (300 cubic feet 
per month or less), which re- 
mains at $1.85. 


Other increases: On8,000 
cubic feet monthly, for ex- 
ample, the‘ bill goes from 
$17.09 to $17.86. On 30,000 
cubic feet, the increase is 
from $49.69 to $52.66.

TORNADO SAFETY RULES 
IN HOMES - the basement 
offers the greatest safety. In 
homes without basements, 
take cover in the center part 
of the house, on the lowest 
auvOr, in a small room such 
as a closet or bathroom. Many 
lives have been saved inbath- 
rooms during tornadoes 


IN OFFICE BUILDINGS - go 
to an interior hallway on the 
lowest floor, or to the des- 
ignated shelter area 

IN SHOPPING CENTERS - go 
to a designated shelter area- 
not to your car 

IN FACTORIES - workers sh 
ould move quickly to the see 
tion of the plant offering the 
greatest protection inaccord- 
ance with advance plans. Toil- 
ets offer better protection than 
areas with wide span roofs 


MOBILE HOMES - proper tie- 
downs to prevent overturning 
will minimize damage. How- 
ever, during tornado threats 
mobile homes should be aban- 
doned for safer shelter 

IN SCHOOLS - follow advance 
plans to an interior hallway 
on the lowest flour Avoid 
Auditoriums and Gymnasiums 
or other structures with wide 
iree-span roofs. If a build- 


ing is not of reinforced con- 
Struction, go quickly toa near- 
by reinforced building, or a 
ravine or open ditch and lie 
flat. Students should not be 
sent home during a tornado 
warning as cars and busses 
are especially vulnerable to 
strong winds. 

IN OPEN COUNTRY - lie flat 
in the nearest depression, 
Such as a ditch or ravine.
